Webster defines distraction as an interruption used ‘to disturb, 
confuse, or divert attention. In 2001, the enemy used distractions as 
a Scheme to prohibit the Saints from receiving the end of their faith. 
Distractions came in the form of weights or spiritual hindrances that 
would bend our minds down to focus on our circumstances, thus 
causing Us to lose focus on the object of our faith, Grief, poverty, 
lack, sickness, problems. problems on the job, loneliness, anxiety, 
cic 1s only a small listing of spiritual weights used to disturb, con 
fuse, or divert our attention 

Why couldn't we recognize the enemy's scheme in diverting our 
attention? May [suggest we Were too involved in trying to find solu 
lions to our problems instead of trusting God to solve our problems 
I-must say, Satan’s schemes were successful in many instances 
because of our ‘lack of trust in God. The moment we involved our 
selves in solving our own problems, with our finite mentalities, we 
lost our peace and anxiety began to control our lives. The psalmist 
declares, “O what peace we often forfeit, O what needless pains we 
bear. All because we do not carry everything:to God in prayer.” 

The enemy Wants us to fix our own problems, It distracts us from 
fulfilling the will of God. We begin to develop our own “Me 
Ministry.” The focus has been shifted from serving God to having 
our needs fulfilled or problems resolved by any means: necessary. 
What a distraction! No greater distraction than-to focus on our needs 
or problems. 

i Hebrews 12:1 declares, “Therefore, since we have so great a 
cloud of witnesses surrounding us, let us also lay aside every 
encumbrance (weight) and the sin which so easily entangles us, let 
us run with endurance (patience) the race that is set before us.” This 
cloud of witness is composed of the people described in Chapter. 11. 
Their faithfulness is a constant encouragement to us. We do not 
struggle alone, and we are not the first to struggle with the problems 
we face. Others have run the race and won, and their witness stirs us 
to run and win also. 

The strategy used by the cloud of witnesses was to throw away 
every hindrance or weight that caused them to lose their focus. As 
those who ran in the Olympic races would throw aside everything 
that might impede them in their course; so must we throw aside 
everything that might hinder us, Whatever weighs down our hearts 
or affections to God must be thrown aside, ? 

Verse 2, “Fixing our eyes on Jesus, the author and perfecter of 
faith, who for the joy set before Him endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and has sat down at the right hand of the throne of God.” 
The Chrisuan life involves hard work. It requires us to give up 
against whatever endangers our relationship with God, to ‘run 
patiently, and to struggle against sin with the power of Jesus. We 
will stumble if we look away from him torstare at ourselves or at the 
circumstances surrounding us, We should be running for Christ, not 
ourselves, and we must always keep him in sight. 

When we face hardship and discouragement, it is easy to lose 
sight of the big picture. But we're not alone; there is help. Many 
have already made it through life, enduring far more difficult cir- 
cumstances than’ we have experienced, Suffering is the training 
ground for Christian maturity. It develops our patience and makes 
our final victory sweet, Let this year be one with determination to. 
throw aside the weights of spiritual distractions and’ command: our} 
attention to our outcome and not our circumstatices. i 

Prayer: Our father, we come to you in the name of Jesus. We pray. 
that you will give us wisdom to recognize every scheme the enemy 
uses to distract us from loving, serving, and receiving everything of 
promise from. you. Help us to seek a closer relationship with you 
and never be distracted from serving you. Let our focus be to please 
you, Allow us too, to become a member of the “cloud of witness” as 
we exercise our faith in your ability. In Jesus’ name we pray, amen.

lem with this approach is that one rarely finds one of the best baits

The catalpa worm is really not a worm at all, but is the caterpillar 
stage of the catalpa sphinx moth. 
moths lay their eggs in clustered groups on the underside of catalpa 
leaves. The eggs hatch into small caterpillars in 10 to 14 days. The 
young caterpillars or “catalpa worms” have an unsatisfiable appetite 
and during a good hatch can strip a catalpa tree of its leaves in short
